EUROPE AND COAL. 


————e 


The Way to Peace. 


Everybody to-day is keenly 
interested in the restoration of 
European commerce. We may 
institute domestic control and try 
to regulate prices, bus the real 
remedy is to re-establish. without 
delay the full intercourse of inter- 
nationaltrade, writes Mr. William 
Graham, M.P., in a home journal. 
To this end a generous supply of 
coalistundamental. In 1919 the 
German supply of coal lectined 
by 162,000,000 tons. According 
to Herr, Hus. one of the delezates 
to the Spa Conference, there is no 
prospect of o retura to pre-war 
conditions. either as regards the 
quantity minad or the price at 
which it i3 available for 
use. Great Britain is under- 
stood today ta be consuming 
about 87 per cen’. of the quantity’ 
of coal consumed bofore the war; 
Germany is consuming oaly 
about 57 per cent.; and sha is 
cuder obligation to make 5 
mosthly delivery of two million 
tons to the,Enteate. Since 1913 
German coal output has fallen by 
almost 30 per cent. On the other 
hand much criticism has arisen 
from the fact that France bas 
been able to cover almost 90 par 
cent. of her pre-war coal require- 
ments, and among miners in 
different countries the recent 
suggestion that France was haap- 
ing up coal reserves: has led to 
considerable unrest. " 

_NON-BELLIGERENTS. 

Much more perhaps than is 
commonly sppreciated, the war 
had forced non-belligerents into 
a position of substantial difficulty. 
Switzerland, for example, bas 
been compelled to undertake in- 
vestigation into the possibility of 
providing-aslarge supplies of 
raw material as possible at home, 
but efforts in ore mining and 
coal prospecting have shown that 
it is very doubtful whether they 
can be excavated on an economic 
bagis. It has been pointed ont 
that even at @ moderate depth 
temperatures. are’ encountered 
which: render necessary the 
severe curtailment of. working 
honors, and it’ has bzen 
suggested that the best thing 
that Switzerland can dois to make 
every effort.to uso her water- 
power for the purposa of ganerat- 
ing electricity. At the sama the

An announcement bas appeared in ardto the arrange; ents 
for taking the Cenaus on April 24 “resp fail persons in Great 
Britain who are alive at miinight on that day,” and simultaneously 
an enumeration will be made practically throughout the Empire. 
Since the first general C 3 ay instituted in 18) the rcturns 
have been cumpiled de y. but although this'takes in the 
period of ths Napoleonic war no decatle has witnessed such 
momentous, changes abwhich haa just pas The stat 
for the various periods sinva the first Census provide an illuminating 
lesson in progression. [n 1591 thy Census showed the inbabitarts of 
the Unite? Kingdom to number lbJ45,045. By fairiy regular 
gradations the figure had risen in LULL to 45,370,53y, and we are told 

. that at the outbreak of the war the tocal was officially estimated at 
46,089,249-—which sirikes one as a pratty precise figare for an 
estimate. Of course.in these days of ciganisation, when we are 
all officially “ticketed “in suntry ways, there are plenty of data to 

goon, With war losses approximating to seven figures and the 
influenza scourge of 1918-19 ddubts have been expressed whether 
the new Census will nov, for the first time, failto show an increase. 
The general indications are. that there will at any rate not bea 
decline, especially as until just lately emigration had dirninished. 

A latter-day Census contains an abundance of information 
both valuable snd entertaining, and this year the inquiry is to be of 
avery comprehensive character. In the early days of its history 
the Census was restricted to the number of persons and of houses, 
with a very limited ottempt at classification of occupations 
A much more detailed form was edopted in 1841, snd the registrat- 
ion of births, marriages, and deaths furnished the authorities with 
animp rtant checking instrument. In the middle of the century 
the Census was extended to take in social statistics, such as the 
number of blind, deaf, and dumb persons, and educational 
particulars. _ At this period the Irish Census revealed the decrease 
of population in the Emerald Isle,due largely, of course, to emigration. 
Subsequent Censos returns have further widened the scope of 
inquiry, shedding s volume of light upon social and vital conditions, 
the 1901 Consus taking in the overcrowding evil by inquiries as to 
the number of persons occupying any particular room or. part of 

. a house, while tha 1911 Census scpplemonted these points. The 
forthcoming inquiry provides a still more elaborate list of questions, 
though there is nothing in them to perplex an individual of com- 
mon-sense. 

In former. days there was a considerable amount of prejudice 
against the Census through people misunderstanding its object, as 
was likewise the case when tho registration of births, marriages 
and deaths was introduced. The spread of education has done 
muoh to remedy this, and to-day a feeling of hostility has been 
replaced by one of healthy interest in the community, though we 
‘yemember one lady in the Old Country declaring that she would 
walk about sll night to avoid divulging, her age. As it chanced, 
furious rain damped this: heroic resolve. Articles in the Press 
at large hava attracted the public to a study of the national: family, 
while juvenile interest has been aroused by explanations at school. 
What was once regarded as sn inquisitorial process is now. viewed
